Discharged From tbe Service as » H ope­ 
less Cripple, He Recovered aud lie-en ­ 
listed — Saved by a Noble Foe on tbe 
F ield at C haneellorsville. 


“ Among the numerous instances of 
remarkable endurance and wonderful 
vitality of wounded soldiers that I had 
knowledge of during the late war, ’’ said 
a former hospital attendant, “ I recall 
none so remarkable as that of John Pe­ 
ters 
At tho battle of Ball’s Bluff he 
was a member of the Forty-second New 
York regiment. Ho was badly wounded 
in the hip and ho fell on the field 
While he lay there another ball frac­ 
tured his right knee joint Utterly help 
less, he was trampled beneath the feet 
of the contesting soldiers until tire close 
of the engagement and was then taken 
prisoner tc Richmond. 
He remained 
there four mouths, when he was ex 
changed aud sent with other wounded 
to the Philadelphia hospital. 
I was an 
attendant there. 
Peters’ wounds hud 
been so carelessly attended to that he 
was worse off, if anything, than when 
he was first wounded. 
We did the best 
wo could for him, but he was in such 
shape when able to leave the hospital 
that he was discharged from the service 
as permanently disabled 
“ Seme months afterward 1 was trans­ 
ferred to a hospital at Washington aud 
was there when the bit tie of Chancel- 
lorsville was lough t 
Two weeks ai ter 
that engagement a number of soldiers 
who had been wounded there were 
transferred from the hospital at Aoqnia 
Creek to the 
Washington 
hospital 
Among the most desperately and app.ir 
ently hopelessly wounded of these 1 
was amazed to discover John Peters, 
the soldier who had left the Philadel­ 
phia hospital fco pass officially as a life 
long cripple 
When he was at last able 
to tell his story. I was still more 
amazed. 
After being discharged from 
the service as permanently disabled he 
had placed Î imself in charge of a noted 
surg*»on of that day and after some 
months was made almost as sound ax he 
ever was 
At any rate he was able U 
re-enlist, which he did in Ike One Hun 
dred and Fifteenth Pennsylvania ane 
became orderly sergeant of his com 
pany. 
At Chaneellorsville he was sho* 
In the right thigh, the bullet causing s 
compound fracture, and almast at th*

As soon as he could recover 
breath enough he turned to the wound­ 
ed Confederate, who lay quiet on the 
bank, to thnak him for his kindness. 
The man was dead. 
His dying breath 
waA spent in saving the life'of a foe. 
“ Two days Peters dragged himself 
about that bloody field of battle before 
succor reached him. 
He had been re­ 
ported dead in the list. 
He was sent to 
the Acquia creek hospital, but 11 days 
imssed before his wounds wore dressed 
His case being decided to bo 1,-opeless, 
he was sent to the hospital at Washing­ 
ton. 
He wros there a month, during 
which it was expected hourly that he 
would die, so desperate was his case. 
But he did not die, and I heard subse­ 
quently, having quit the hospital serv­ 
ice, that he had been discharged from 
the hospital so much restored in health 
that he was preparing for a third en­ 
listment 
Whether ho did enter the 
service again I never knew. ’’—New 
York Sun.

Discharged From Hie Service os rn Hope­ 
less Cripple, He Recovered aud XLe-ec- 
Hated — Saved by a N oble Foe on the 
Field at ChanecHorsville. 


"Among the numerous instances of 
remarkable endurance and wonderful 
vitality of wounded soldiers that I had 
knowledge of during the late war, ’ ’ said 
a former hospital attendant, “ I recall 
none so remarkable as that of John Pe­ 
ters 
At the battle of Ball’s Bluff he 
was a member of t he Forty-second New' 
York regiment He was badly wounded 
in tho hip, mid ho fell on the field 
VYhile he lay there another ball frao, 
tared his right knee joint. Utterly help­ 
less, ho was trampled beneath the feet 
of tho contesting soldiers until the close 
of the engagement and was then taken 
prisoner ti Richmond. 
He remained 
there four rn op the. when he was ex­ 
changed aud sent with other wounded 
to the Philadelphia hospital. 
I was aa 
attendant there. 
Peters’ wounds I lad 
been so carelessly attended to that he 
was worse off, if anything, than when 
he was first wounded. 
We did the hest 
we could for him, but he was in such 
shape when able to leave the hospital 
that he was discharged from the service 
as permanently disabled. 
Beme months afterward I was trans­ 
ferred to a hospital at Washington aud 
was tiler© when the bittie of Chtmocl- 
lorsville was Knight Two weeks after 
th fit' 
pi ti ti inlier’ of soldier^ 
who had been wounded there were 
transferred from the hospital at Acquit* 
Creek to toe 
Washington 
hospital 
Among the most desperately and appar 
ently hopelessly wounded of these I 
was amazed to discover John Peters, 
the soldier who had left the Philadel­ 
phia hospital to pass officially as a life 
long cripple 
When he was at last able 
to tell his story, I was still more 
amazed. After being discharged from 
the service aa permanently disabled he 
had placed 5 imself in charge of a noted 
surgeon of that day and after some 
months was made almost nssouud as he 
ever was. 
At any rat*- he wa* able ti 
re enlist, which he did in ti.® One Hun 
died and Fifteenth Pennsylvania anc 
became orderly sergeant of his com 
pony 
At Chance]lorsville he was too* 
in the right thigh, the bullet enuring a 
compound fract ure, and almost at ria 
sam* moment a mini© ball struck him 
rn the left hip and lodged there against 
the bona. fib fell and attempted to rise 
As he raised his head he was hit bv a 
flying piece of shell, which fractured 
his skull aud knocked him sen-, I* ».

University City. 
The Cambridge (England) Indeprnd 
fnt Press retells tho story of the hoax 
perpetrated upon the civic aud univer­ 
sity authorities at Cambridge on the 
occasion of the visit of tho late shah of 
Persia to that country. It was on Satur­ 
day, June 2d, 1873, at l l o’clock in the 
forenoon, that a telegram was found 
lying on the hallkeeper's table in the 
Guildhall. It was direct I'd to the wor 
shipful tho mayor of Cambridge, wan 
signed by Lieutenant Colonel Hamilton 
and road as follows: 
“ His imperial majesty the shah of 
Persia desires to visit your university 
town today en route for Loudon by spe­ 
cial, arriving ut Cambridge station 
about 1:10 o’clock. 
Be prepared with 
escort and reception aa far as tim e al­ 
low. ” 
Instantly everybody began tumbling 
over his follow. 
Tho town clerk wa 
sent for, and messages were dispatched 
to the vice chancellor, the members nt 
the corporation, the volunteer officers 
aud the cook of St. Peter’s college kuch­ 
en. The vice chancellor hurried on his 
robes, the aldermen and councilors did 
ditto, the volunteers donned their uni­ 
forms, and tho cook began to boil airt 
fry. 
Nor were the general public bellied- 
hand. Flags were hung out and crowds 
gathered in tho st n t. Dr. Cookson, th* 
vice chancellor (irreverently known in 
those days as “ Dismal Jim m y” ), mad* 
his way to the stat ion as fast us his dig­ 
nity would permit. The mayor, Mr. T. 
H. Naylor, and the corporation followed 
suit. 
A guard of honor and carriages 
were in waiting, and soon everybody 
was there except the shah.
